CALLED BY DEATH 


Was One of The First Persons to 
Engage in Battlefield 
r 
Guiding. 


VETERAN 
OF CIVIL WAR 


Began Lecturing on Battlefield After 


His Return 
From Army 
in 1865. 


Had Wide Acquaintanceship. 


George W. Ziegler, North W ash­ 
ington street, one of the first men 
to engage in the busine#* of con­ 
ducting touring parties over the G et­ 
tysburg battlefield, died at the W a r­ 
ner 
Hospital this 
morning at 
2:00 
o’clock from a complication of dis­ 
eases. 
He had been in failing health 
for the past eighteen months, 
but 
was only 
admitted to 
the hospital 
forty-three days ago when his con­ 
dition became serious. Ha was aged 
seventy-five years, 
one 
month and 
twenty-three days. 
Captain Ziegler, as he was fam il­ 
iarly known, was born in Philadel­ 
phia in 1847. 
He was 
the son of 
Samuel and Sarah Ziegler and lived 
there until 1861 
when his parents 
moved to G ettysburg. 
During his early life M r. Ziegler 
was a coach and sign painter, 
but 
after the Battle of Gettysburg, 
he 
turned his attention to guiding to u r­ 
ists over the. battlefield. 
On September 7, 1864, following 
the battle here, Mr. Ziegler enlisted 
in 
Company 
G, 
209th 
Regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers and served 
eight months, being discharged 
on 
May 31, 1865. 
He took p art in the 
Battle of Petersburg, bu t escaped im 
ju ry . 
He became a member of Cor-, 
poral Skelly G. A . R. Post, here, in 
1888. 
A fter receiving his honorable dis­ 
charge from the arm y in 1865, Mr. 
Ziegler returned to Gettysburg and 
divided his time between coach p aint­ 
ing and explaining the local battle­ 
field to tourists. 
A t first he drove sight-seeing p a t­ 
ties over the scene of the encounter 
between the 
Blue and 
Gray here, 
working with his brother who con­ 
ducted a livery stable under the p a rt­ 
nership name of Ziegler and Holtz- 
worth . 
L ater when the automobile came 
into usage, Mr. Ziegler made 
his 
headquarters at 
the 
Eagle Hotel, 
w here he was a familiar figure to

TELLS OF RISKS 
TAKEN IN STUNTS 


Captain Charles N. Fitzgerald 
Stops Here on Way 
to Texas. 


WAS 
INJURED 
RECENTLY 


Plunged 220 Feet From Wing of Aero­ 


plane Into Ocean at Asbury Park. 


Recounts Other Exploits. 


Captain 
Charles 
N. 
Fitzgerald, 
formerly an Army aviator and mem ­ 
ber of the New York City Air Police, 
who is said to have risked his life a 
greater number of times than any 
other man in perilous exhibitions on 
land and in the air, spent Monday 
night in Gettysburg enroute to his 
home in Gores, Texas. 
A burned out 
bearing in his automobile caused the 
layover here. 
This 
morning 
he 
toured the battlefield. 
The daring Texas aerialist stated he 
was on his way from Asbury Park, 
New Jersey, where he last exhibited, 
to his home in Gorea. 
According to 
Captain Fitzgerald, while a t Asbury 
Park he broke a world's record for 
high diving from an aeroplane. While 
220 feet above the ocean off the As- 
buy Park beach, Captain Fitzgerald 
plunged into the sea. 
As a result of 
this performance, he received num er­ 
ous bruises from which he is just re ­ 
covering. 
Numerous newspaper clip­ 
pings bore out Captain Fitzgerald in 
the recounting of this exploit. 
According to various newspaper ac­ 
counts, which Captain Fitzgerald car­ 
ried with him, he was the first man to 
loop-the-loop standing atop the wings 
of an aeroplane with hands and feet 
free. 
He performed 
this feat 
at 
Amityville, Long 
Island, 
in 
1919. 
Another of his stunts is hanging by 
his knees to the running gear of an 
aeroplane while the machine is in 
mid-air. 


One of his dare-devil flying stunts 
was accomplished in 1915, according 
to the aerialist, when the aeroplane 
was in its infancy. 
The act was 
staged in Florida for a moving pic­ 
ture company who employed him to 
double for their star in one scene.

Perhaps their con­ 
dition is due to poor feeding,

After the scrubs 
have been dis­ 
carded, some attention must be given 
to body type and maturity.

der to lay long and heavily the bird
